Death Instantly Near Lewisville 


WAS FORMERLY OF CARTHAGE 


Machine Upsets Pinning Him Under­ 


neath Breaking Neck— Uncle 


Only Slightly Hurt. 


An au tomobile accid ent near Lew­ 
isv ille last ev ening at 
fiv e 
o’clock 
» cost the life of Wy coff, 11 y ear old , 
son of Dr. Frank Cregor, of Ind iana­ 
p olis, and who was formerly of C ar­ 
thage. 
The au tomobile in which the 
boy and his u ncle, James Baird , who 
liv es sou th of Lewisv ille, were d riv - 
u p set and p inned him u nd erneath 
the car. 
Baird was slightly inju red . 
You ng Cregor was born and reared 
in Carthage and his father 
is 
well 
known in this city . 
Dr. Creiior was 
formerly state senator from Marion 
cou nty . 
Accord ing to Baird he was d riv ing 
the car along the National road one 
mile east of Lewisv ille when in some 
way the car skid d ed and threw him 
abou t thirty feet in the air. 
He was 
d azed for a minu te and then hap p en­ 
ed to think of his nephew. He looked 
tor him and saw his wrist sticking 
from u nd erneath the car. 
He called 
for help and when the machine was 
finally raised it was fou nd that the 
boy had d ied of a broken neck. 
You ng Cregor was p ay ing bis u n­ 
cle, who is a wealthy farmer, a v isit, 
and when his father came to see him 
last week he begged him to let him 
remain for a few d ay s longer. 
The 
boy was giv en p ermission to stay 
u ntil Tu esd ay . 
He was hnking his 
last rid e in the au tomobile before re­ 
tu rning home when he met his d eath. 
It is said that becau se of his inex ­ 
p erience' Baird was v ery carefu l and 
w a /not d riv ing fast at the time of 
the accid ent. He is heart-broken be­ 
cau se of the affair. The boy had for 
sev eral su mmers p ast sp ent his su m­ 
mer v acation with him on his farm 
and was a fav orite in the neighbor­ 
hood and among the farmers. 
The ( ’regoir boy was the great 
grand son of the late James Wikoff, 
who d ied recently at his home sou th 
of 
Fairv iew.

Will Hu nt, age sev enty -six y ears 
old , a nativ e of tiiis cou nty and ex ­ 
tensiv ely related here, d ied at his 
honnf in Treaty , W abash cou nty , y es­ 
terd ay of a eomp licatoin of d iseases 
from which he had been su ffering for 
some time. 
Mr. Hu nt was born in Noble town­ 
ship and liv ed there u ntil the Civ il 
war. 
He enlisted in the comp any of 
the fflirty -sev enth Ind iana regiment 
of which William Dav is, the lain J. 
B. Reev e and the late George Pen- 
tennev were 
members. 
Du ring a 
battle in Georgia he was p romoted to 
sargeant when all of the officers had 
been killed and p romp tly took com­ 
mand . He came back to Noble town­ 
ship after the war, bu t a few y ears 
later went to W abash cou nty where 
he became a farm er of consid erable 
means. 
Mr. Hu nt was a brother-in-law of 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith Carney , a cou sin 
of Postm aster 
G. P. Hu nt 
of this 
city and a brother of George Hu nt, 
lie is su rv iv ed by a wid ow, who was 
his second wife, 
and a son by his

OIl months the ey es of the coun­ 
try hav e been focused on Get­ 
ty sburg. 
North and south, east 
and west, hav e v ied with each 
other to do honor in titling fashion to 
the v eterans of the great battle, fought 
fifty y ears ago. who gather there and 
to those others who for half a century 
hav e answered no earthly roll call or 
whose names are inscribed in the ros­ 
ter of those who hav e passed on in the 
Interv ening y ears. 
Sev enty thousand grim men in gray 
m d 8 0.000 equally determined men in 
blue 
gathered 
in 
the 
green 
fields 
around that then tiny hamlet in south­ 
ern Pennsy lv ania half a century ago 
to battle for what each believ ed was 
right. 
Battle rent banners proclaiming 
past v alor fluttered along their ranks 
as they hastened toward each other 
ov er the dusty country roads, and can­ 
non, saber and bay onet rumbled and 


forth for these rich prizes they were 
ordered to withdraw. 
Lee's inv asion 
had been interrupted, and the Confed­ 
erate commander was forced to turn 
Ewell’s corps right about and hurry 
it southward toward Getty sburg. Thus 
marching he faced his Union foes and 
inv ited battle rather than risk an at­ 
tack in his rear. 
Before the Battle. 
They of the blue—the oft defeated 
but undismay ed Army of the Poto­ 
mac—came up from the south, led by 
Major General George G. Meade, who

flashed through the quiet hill passes j 
as the hurry ing hosts were array ed by j 
their generals for one of the greatest 
battles in martial history —to us by all 
odds the greatest. 
Of this v ast host a handful, hardly 
enough to make a div ision in those 
mighty day s of long ago. 5.000 men 
who wore the gray and a scant thou 
sand of the v eterans of the blue, hav e 
been found who are able to rev isit tbe 
scene of their former glories. 
The 
nev er halting, remorseless whirligig of 
tim e has rev olv ed for fiv e decades of 
ev er broadening amity ov er historic 
Getty sburg and ov er those who par­ 
ticipated in the great struggle there, 
but it has left few to tell at first hand 
the heroic incidents of the struggle. 
Of these v aliant v eterans some are 
but six ty -fiv e y ears of age, and the 
celebrated battle was fought half a 
century ago! 
Some are men near the 
hundred y ear mark, for they were of 
middle age when they followed the 
drumbeat of 
18 03. 
Some are bent 
nearly double with 
infirmities, and 
some hav e to be wheeled about In in­ 
v alid chairs. 
Show the Old Spirit. 


But of them all, whether feeble and 
faltering with their adv anced y ears or 
crippled and maimed with old time 
wounds, not one is less stern of ey e or 
mien or weaker in patriotic purpose 
than when he marched into Pennsy l­ 
v ania that long ago J une day to the 
strains of “ Dix ie” or “ The Star Span­ 
gled Banner.’’ 
They came from all parts of the re­ 
public. those stout hearted warriors of 
fifty y ears ago. to fight their wonderful 
battle. Sev enteen northern states were 
the homes of Union men and ten south­ 
ern commonwealths the nativ e heath 
of the Confederates. 
They of the gray descended from the 
north in 18(13, although their homes 
and general supply base were in the 
southland. 
One week before—J une 22. 
18 63—their great commander, Lee, had 
ordered his Second army corps leader. 
Lieutenant Geperal Richard S. Ewell 
to cross the l*mler of the Key stone 
State. 
This be speedily did with 20,- 
000 men eager for inv asion, and by the 
night of J une 28 . 18 03. these troops 
had occupied Chatnbersburg. Carlisle 
and York with their adv ance artillery , 
pointing their cannon at Harrisburg 
from the opposite side of the Susque­ 
hanna riv er. 
They felt that Pennsy l­ 
v ania’s 
capital 
would 
surrender to 
them within the oomiug week and 
were confident the close of J nly would 
find them in possession of Philadel-* 
phia. 
But J ust as they were reaching 
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A WEAREli OF THE GRAY. 


had superseded General J oseph Hook­ 
er in the command only the day be­ 
fore. 
So it came that on that 2i)th of 
J une morning fifty y ears ago the first 
order of the new’ Union leader was one 
urging the sw iftest possible pursuit 
of the Army of Northern Virginia, 
flushed with its recent successes at 
Bull Run, Fredericksburg and Clian- 
eellorsv ille and now’ in the north in­ 
v ading a Union state. 
The Federal 
troops were eager to do battle for the 
first time on their own soil. 
Their 
progress from their starting points at 
Harpers Ferry and Frederick was re­ 
tarded somewiiat, howev er, because of 
wary maneuv ering necessary to the 
keeping of a barrier of bay onets be­ 
tween the gray inv ading enemy and 
the Washington capitol dome in the 
near distance. 
It is hard for the man who has nev er 
“ smelled powder” to realize the pecul­ 
iar and the full significance of this 
mighty reunion. 
Can w’e who hav e 
had no share in the terrific battle un­ 
derstand the complex feelings of the 
grizzled v eteran who clasps the hand 
of the v ery man who raised his saber 
to deal him a deathblow’? 
Think of 
linking arms with the particular man 
who spilled y our blood and feeling 
kind 
toward 
him 
and 
fraternizing 
with the one time demon zouav e wrho 
bay oneted y ou so y ou were left wel­ 
tering in y our gore and thought he had 
serv ed y ou quite right! 
A Historic Rally ing Ground. 
Yet these are the v ery things that 
make Getty sburg again the rally ing 
ground of the followers of Meade, 
Sickles and Hancock and Lee, Long- 
street and Pickett, as well as of the 
other thousands of brav e v eterans who 
took no part in the battle there, but 
gav e their meed of blood and serv ice 
to the cause they lov ed during four 
y ears of bitter strife. 
Facts and figures are not y et av ail­ 
able as to the ex act number of v eter­ 
ans taking part in the celebration, but 
the number is sure to be well in ex cess 
of 40,000 and may ev en pass the 50.- 
000 mark. 
These and the thousands 
of sightseers make a host far greater 
ev en than that of the two mighty ar 
mies that battled there. 
And what a difference between the 
Getty sburg of 19 13 and the Getty sburg 
of 18 63! 
There w’as no preparation for the ar­ 
riv al of tbe blue and the gray fifty 
y ears ago. 
The country side, soon to 
rev erberate to the boom of cannon, the 
shriek of shrapnel, the groans of the 
wounded and dy ing and the hoarse 


cries of men in heat of battle, lay quiet 
under the summer sun or the silent 
stars. 
Only the subdued noises of 
wood and field preceded the measured 
tread of the hosts that soon would 
clash amid those peaceful surround­ 
ings. 
Men rested or ate as they could, 
on the bare ground or behind some 
hastily constructed breastwork, if they 
rested or ate at ail. 
The grim, black 
cloud of war hung ov er the laud. 
The Getty sburg of 19 13. 
What a contrast to this picture the 
Getty sburg of 19 13 presents? 
For weeks the gov ernment and the 
state of Pennsy lv ania hav e left noth­ 
ing undone w’hich w’ould make for the 
comfort and health of their honored 
guests. 
Upward of 5.000 tents, each 
capable of holding tw elv e men. but 
destined 
to 
hold 
only 
eight, 
w’ere 
erected and separate cots for each v et­ 
eran supplied. 
Ev ery modern agency was employ ed 
by the gov ernment to conserv e the 
health of the old soldiers, and ex traor­ 
dinary care was taken to insure the 
best medical, sanitary and commissary 
arrangements. For this purpose all the 
av ailable surgeons connected with the 
department of the east were ordered 
to Getty sburg; two large field hos­ 
pitals W’ere equipped and also three in­ 
firmaries. 
Quantities of hospital ma­ 
terial were shipped from v arious gov ­ 
ernment depots, and the Red Cross, 
White Cross and other relief societies 
sent nurses and surgeons to aid in the 
w’ork of conserv ing the health of the 
tented community . 


The Camp Arrangement. 


The camp itself w’as laid out under 
the direction of the regular army . 
It 
is about a mile and a half long by half 
a mile wide and skirts the actual bat­ 
tlefield. 
Immediately adjoining it a 
great tent, capable of seating nearly

15.000 people, is erected as a gathering 
ground for the v eterans and for the v a­ 
rious ex ercises of the celebration. 
The camp is laid out by states, in or­ 
der to facilitate identification and sim­ 
plify such matters as the deliv ery of 
mail and the finding of any itarticular 
group by v isitors or v eterans from oth­ 
er states. 
Each v eteran on reporting 
to the officer in charge receiv es an 
identification tag, which he carries dur­ 
ing the reunion. This tag will giv e his 
name in full, the name of his nearest 
of kin, his home and street address, 
height and weight and the name of the 
v eteran organization with which he is 
affiliated. 
The Equipment. 


The equipment of the sleeping tents 
for the v eterans includes 41,040 cots, 
40.000 blankets, 10,000 w’ash basins, 
11,350 candle burning lanterns, 60,000 
wax candles and 6,000 galv anized iron 
drinking w’ater buckets. 
The total 
weight of this equipment is 1,342,607 
pounds, and the total v alue approx i­ 
mates $226,000. 
The hauling of the 
tentage and equipment, together with 
the baggage of the v eterans, is esti­ 
mated at $15,000. 
Tbe kitchen outfits weigh 135,644 
pounds, and the w’eight of rations es­ 
timated as necessary is ov er 1,000,000 
pounds. 
Forty thousand mess kits and 
more were prov ided by the gov ern­ 
ment, and this means at least 40,000 
enameled plates and an equal number 
of kniv es, forks, teaspoons and cups. 
The commissary department as pro­ 
v ided by Uncle Sam consists of one 
chief commissary , ten commissary ser­ 
geants, four- commissary clerks, 1.600 
cooks and cooks’ helpers and 130 bak­ 
ers. 
General Sharpe, commissary gen­ 
eral of the army , before the celebration 
figured that the cost of the four day s’ 
rations would be $51.663; the wages of 
cooks, helpers and bakers. $27 .9 30, 
w’hile the mess kits wmuld add to this 
total about $10.000. 
Add to this $534 
for one field bakery , $1,08 4 for 400 
army ranges and the railroad fares of 
the commissary force, and the total 
cost of the commissary equipment and. 
serv ice amounts to $112.169 


The Water Supply . 
In order to prov ide an adequate wa­ 
ter supply the gov ernment ex pended at 
tbe Getty sburg camp about $44,000 
The lighting of the streets of the tent­ 
ed camps cost about $6,000, while the 
rakes, spades, brooms, garbage cans 
and other utensils needed in the proper 
sanitation of the camp adds still an­ 
other item of about $1,500.

E x -P resid en t D eclares T hat National

Also Upheld by Decision— Affords a 
Rem edy 
to 
Railroads 
T hat 
Chafe 
U nder State Superv ision. 


In a brief memorandum, 
which brings 
out into clear relief the salient points 
In the Minnesota railroad rate 
decision, 
ex-President William 
H. T aft recently 
set forth his conclusions as to the prob­ 
able effect the decision will have 
on 
interstate 
and 
intrastate 
commerce. 
Mr. T aft finds the decision in ultimate 
effect to be a victory for the railroads. 
The court, while vindicating the posi- 


j tion taken by the state in the present 
| case, nevertheless points the way for 
the establishm ent of superior federal 
authority . 
Mr. T aft say s that the only recourse 
of interstate railroads that chafe under 
• state supervision is to congress, which 
under this decision has the power to 
m ake uniform laws to be effective, 
; even within the borders of the states 
| themselves. 
In his comment on the decision, 
w ritten for the New York Sun, Mr. 
T aft wrote: 
“ I hesitate to give the effect of the 
decision of the supreme court in the 
Minnesota rate case, because I have 
not had an opportunity to read the 
briefs of counsel or the opinion of Mr. 
: Justice Hughes in full. 
But I think I 
; may safely say that one of the main 
issues was this: W hether or not with 
| the present federal instrumentalities 
! given by statute for regulating inter­ 
state commerce in the interstate com- 
| merce act and the jurisdiction of the 
| federal courts a remedy was afforded 
to the railroads engaged in interstate 
j commerce to prevent a state railroad 
commission from enforcing an order in 
respect to the railroad’s rates of trans- 
| i>ortation business within the state, 
which prejudicially and unjustly and 
of necessity affected the rates- legally 
chargeable by It for interstate bussi- 
{ ness. 
Congress the Power. 
“The court holds th at congress has 
complete power to control interstate 
1 commerce and to regulate it and that 
• this necessarily includes the power to 
regulate such business within state 


i lines as affects indirectly interstate 
! business. 
“But the court holds th at until con­ 
gress acts in respect to such business 
within the state It must be left to the 
action of the state. 
It further holds 
| that the present interstate commerce 
j act does not cover or seek to regulate 
| such state business by Its terms aud 
1 th at in no other statute has congress 
| declared Its intention to take over con­ 
trol of this class of state business. 
“The railroads, therefore, that deem 
| themselves prejudicially affected by 
! the state regulation of state business 
! can find no remedy for their complaint 
I In the interstate commerce act or in 
any judicial proceeding based upon 
that act. 
To this extent tbe issue Is 
decided against the railroads. 
“But the judgm ent of the court is a 
broad declaration In favor of the ple­ 
nary power of congress to vest the in­ 
terstate commerce commission and the 
federal courts or some other appropri­ 
ate instrum entality , with the authority 
to regulate and restrict such improper 
or prejudicial interference with inter­ 
state commerce as the fixing by a state 
railroad commission of merely state 
rates may involve. 


Other Issued In C ase. 
“Of course there were in the case 
other issues as tp whether the rates 
fixed by the state commission were 
confiscatory of the railroad property , 
but they did not rest on the interstate 
commerce clause of the constitution, 
but on the fourteenth amendment, as 
to due process of law, and I do not 
discuss them. 
“The result of the main issue is a 
great victory in principle for the na­ 
tional control of interstate commerce 
and the possession by congress 
of the 
right Jo use every appropriate means 
to render t h a t ’control effective and 
uniform, even where the means may 
Include an investigation and restriction 
under congressional authority 
of state 
fixed rates on state business. 
“The only recourse of tbe interstate 
railroads 
which have complaints of 
this kind, therefore. Is to congress for 
new legislation adopting some proper 
means to permit the railroads to se­ 
cure consideration of their complaints 
by federal authority and the restraint 
of such state action as may interfere 
with the uniform and proper regula­ 
tion of their Interstate commerce.” 


The • ‘father of the English novel,”

The publication of sam­ 
ple letters and teleg rams selected 
from 20,000 odd documents that Mul­ 
hall so ld to a New York paper, along 
with his statements, for $ 10,000, is for 
the purpose of showing that the asso­ 
ciation worked stealthily to mold leg ­ 
islation, rew’ard subserv ient leg isla­ 
tors and punish members of cong ress 
who wo u ld not do its will. These let­ 
ters and documents will be scrutinized 
by the Ov erman lobby inv estig ating 
co mmittee o f 
the United States senate. 
The names o f the late Vice Presi­ 
dent Jam es S. Sherman, ex -Speaker 
Canno n and -ex -Co ngressman Jam es E. 
W atso n o f Indiana, and Charles E. Lit­ 
tlefield o f Maine recu r in the Mu lhall 
co rrespo ndence In an«* endeav o r to 
sho w ^.that 
they were 
co nsistently 
friendly to the m anu factu rers’ lo bby . 
Others that Mu lhall’s papers allu de to 
as friendly to the pu rpo ses o f the Man­ 
u factu rers’ asso ciatio n are ex -Senato r 
Fo raker o f Ohio and Ju dge William 
H. Speer o f New Jersey . 
In a repo rt which Co lo nel Mu lhail 
av ers he made to the M anu factu rers’ 
asso ciatio n o n April 28, 19 08, he in­ 
fo rmed Secretary Schwedtman o f the 
asso ciatio n that Jam es E. W atso n had

W atso n to ld the president that 
if he wo u ld ru n again, the Repu blican 
party 's candidates in Indiana wo u ld 
feel so safe they 
co u ld go fishing. 
W atso n is qu o ted as telling Mr. Ro o se­ 
v elt that “he was afraid, if Taft w’as 
the candidate, Chat they wo u ld lo se 
Indiana.”

“He (W atso n) then said that the 
president hemmed and hawed and said 
he was o u t o f it, that he may hav e 
made a m istake by the anno u ncement 
he made after his electio n, bu t that he 
bad made the anno u ncement and he 
tho u ght he no w o u ght to stick to it.”

Mu lhail letters and repo rts al­ 
lu de to W atso n as o ne keeping a clo se 
watch o n the co mmittees which were 
co nsidering legislatio n imi>o rtant to 
the m anu factu rers. 
Mu lhall repo rted 
also that he had a v ery agreeable In­ 
terv iew with Ju dge Speer; that Repre­ 
sentativ e G. R. Mai by o f New Yo rk 
was “entirely satisfacto ry to Mr. Em­ 
ery ,” and that “splendid aid had been 
had fro m Senato r Hemenway 
of Indi­ 
ana, Vice President-Elect Sherman. J. 
Slo at Fasset and o thers.” 
Mu lhall 
also repo rts as to co nferences held 
with the late Mr. Sherman, with W at­ 
so n and with o thers o n legislatio n af­ 
fecting the interests of the manu fac­ 
tu rers. 
He represents thro u gh the alleged 
repo rts to Schwedtman that ex -Speak 
er Canno n was so mu ch co ncerned fo r 
the interests o f the N. A. M., that Mr.
